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NAVAL OFFICER 


HEARD ON OIL LEASES: 


Commander Stuart. Tells of Ef-| 
forts of Former Secretary 
Fall to Squeich Opposition. 


By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Former: 
Secretary of the Interior Fall de- 
manded the transfer from Washing- 
ton of naval officers who objected to 
leases he proposed to make on naval 
oil reserves. Commander H. A. Stuart 
of the navy testified today before 
the Senate Public Land Committee 
investigating the subject. 

Commander Stuart, who testified 
he pad been in charge of the naval! 
reserves in the Navy Department 
from 1918 until April 5, 1922, said 
Secretary Fall had insisted thet Sec- 
retary Denby should detach him) 
and Commander Shafroth and send. 
them out of Washington. Comman- 
der Shafroth, he explained. also was 
connected with hte reserve section 

The witness said the demand was 
made after the two officers had pre- 
sented to Fall their objection to the: 
granting of certain lease@ which he 
proposed to make to the United 
Midway Co. to open wells on naval! 
reserve No. 1, in California. 

Navy Formerly in Control. | 

Puring the period the Navy De-/| 
partment had complete control over 
the reserves nothing had developed, 
Commander Stuart asserted, which 
made it desirable in Ris judgment io 
transfer their administration to the) 

Interior Department. The navy, he) 
said, tn handling the reserves, had 
received all mecessary assistance 
from the geological survey and the’ 
Bureau of Mines, and was fully com- 
petent to administer them. 

No navy officer, Commander Stu- 
“art testified. had approved the 
transfer and repiving to an inquiry 
from Senator Waish, Democrat, 
Montana, he said that although he 
had been in direct charge of the | 
mayal reserves for several years. »e 
wns not consulted by Secretarv 
Denby concerning the desirability 
ef such a course. 

Réplying to questions, the naval 
officer said that, in his opinion, Sec- 
retary Fall's demand for his removal 
from the city was due entirely to the 
views he entertained concerning | 
what should be done with the naval 
reserves, and not to persona! enti- 
pathy. He had no Anformation in 
sdvance. he said. of the plans of the 
Interior Department to lease Teapot | 
Dome to the Harry F. Sinclair inter- 
ests. 

No Drainace Prior to Lease. 

So far as he was informed, Com- 
mander Stuart said, there had been 
no drainage from the Teapct Dome 
reserve prior to the erantine of 
leases by the Interior Department. | 
Prior to Secretary Fall’s administra- 
tion of the reserves, he said, there 
had been on'’y one or two wells in 
salt creek field anywhere near the 
reserve, and these. he insisted, wer, 
not draining it. The leasés made by ’ 
the Interior partment in the salt | 
creek field were concluded without | 
his knowledge. he said. \ 

Referring to the use of sforage aF 
te pay for construction of tanks.

‘HELL LET LOOSE IN EUROPE’ 


Wisconsin Senator Returns With 
Ureent Piea for American Aid 
for Germany. 

PORTLAND, Me... Nov. 2?.—Sena- 
ter Robert M. La Follette of Wiscon- 
sin, returning today on the United 
States liner George Washington. 
after three months in Europa told 
newspaper men that what he had 
Seen overseas made him “more de- 
termined than ever to devote what- 
ever power I possess to brine our 
gevernment back to the pecple.” 

He said he was prepared to <pend 
the balance of his life in combatinz 
with remewed energy “the forces 
that are tending to undermine and 
Gestroyed tm the United States the, 
American tradition of go. ernment.” 

In making an appeal for American 
aid for the people of Germany. Sen-. 
ater La Follette said: “Delay means 
the possible overthrow of sovern- 
ment. dissolution. chacs, civil war 
and hell let loose in Europe.” 

“I feel bound,” he said. in a pre- 
pared statement, “to avall myvelf ef 
this first opportunity upon my re- 
turn to America to appeal directly 
to the men and women of our coun- 
try to help the unfortunate people of 
Germany. Wholly aside from the is- 
sues invotved in the war, common 
humanity calis upon the American 
people to aid the German peopie in 
their dire meed and to aid them 
now.”
